evasion of registration pursuant to section 5 of the act of congress, 
approved May 18,1917, which enacts that: 


" 'Any person who shall wilfully fail or refuse to present himself 
for registration or submit thereto as herein provided shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction in a district court of the 
United States having jurisdiction thereof be punished tiy imprison-

S FEEL ANTin 


Press and Public Manifest 
Deep Irritation With 
Berlin Powers. 


Christiana, Norway, May 6.— (Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.) 
—Several 
recent 
happenings 
have 
.served to emphasize the anti-German 
feeling \yhich manifests itself predomi- 
nately these days in the pi-ess and in 
public expression in Norway. 
One of 
these was the widespread demand for 
the cancellation of the engagement of 
the 
Berlin 
Philharmonic 
orchestra 
(under Arthur Nikisch) to play here 
on May 11. Even the newspaper Moi-- 
gen Bladet, Vv'hich hitherto has been 
friendly in its attitude toward Ger- 
many, protested in a very satirical ar- 
ticle against a German institution like 
this imposing upon Norwegian hospi- 
tality at a time when ISforwegian ships 
are being torpedoed by the hundreds 
and Norwegian sailors engaged in their 
country's trade were being killed by 
the Germ.ans. 


Other newspapers and public m e n 
were even more caustic and energetic 
in their demand for the cancellation 
of the concert. 


This free expression of opinion fol- 
lowed shortly after the defeat of a bill 
imposing a very strict censorship upon 
the press with heavy penalties of im- 
prisonment and line for papers publish- 
ing anything likely to disturb Norway's 
friendly relations with another coun- 
try. 
Anti-German feeling also caused 
an 
outburst in the press against a 
Norwegian 
nickel 
syndicate 
which 
from a period dating before the war 
had contracts with Germany for the 
export of refined nickel mined in the 
vicinity of Christiana. 
This 
export 
has been greatly increased during the 
war, being one of the few soui-ces 
from which Germany was able to get 
nickel, it being said here that without 
this Norwegian supply the manufac- 
ture of torpedoes in Germany would be 
greatly crippled. 
Norway, it has been 
pointed 
out, gets 
this 
nickel 
back 
again in the form of German torpedoes 
which sinks its vessels and kills its 
sailors. 


During this discussion in the press 
part of the melting plant burned down 
and for want of special machinery, it 
is said rebuilding will be impossible 
in the.near future. 
By this accident, 
the export of nickel may be stopped 
for awhile and the government re- 
lieved of the necessity of passing upon 
the question of prohibiting i~t, an af- 
firmative 
decision which it js consid- 
ered would have been likely to lead to 
German measures of reprisal. 


The spy question has been another 
one widely agitated in view of the 
messages said to be reaching German 
submarines giving information as to 
the movements of Norwegian ve.ssels.

In some of the Inter* 
paedlate classes the scholars might be 
iasked to write short, one-mloDte es- 
says, describing the scene as though 
hey, themselves, were present 
For 
e adult classes of course the central 
^ e m e Is the way that Christ's iollow- 
lers neglect him today even as the dis- 
ciples slept In Gethsemane, and be- 
itrayed him like Judas or denied him 
like Peter. 


I I. The Place of Retreat (w. 1-3). In 
Is emphasis upon the spiritual gran- 
deur of the deity of Jesus, John does 
not dwell upon the agony In the gar- 
den. He, however, gives us that noblest 
passage In the New Testament (chs. 
14-17), the like of which cannot be 
found anywhere else in the world's 
irritlngs. Having spoken these words, 
Jesus and his dlsdples went ovter the 
Brook Kedron (v. 1) to the garden, 
there to bear the awful 
weight 
of

Peter did not have that pur- 
pose. The Lord had only to "look" at 
Peter (Luke 22:61) and he "remem- 
bered." 
We may deny Christ by our 
fiUence, by remaining outside of the 
church, by denying his existence, by 
profanity, by ridiculing his friends, 
by praising bis enemies or by living 
a life of worldllnes.s.

Bonds for his release were 
refused, in spite of the fact that many 
responsible Chinese were willing to 
become his sureties. 
He was locked in 
a special rcom with guards at 
the 
court, and held there beyond the reacii 
of his family and friends. 


Thl3 treatment has been denounced 
by many Chinese papers as mediauv.al 
and worthy of the tyranny of the old 
Manchu dynasty. 
I'^oreigners in China 
and nevvspaper.s undei- foreign control 
were almost unanimous in expressing 
theii- belief in Di". Chen Chin-tao'.s in- 
nocence. 


Repeated attemi)ts h.ave been made 
to force Dr. Chen 
Chin-tao out of 
office. 
Officials unfriendly 
to hini 
have charged that he was partial to 
American interests, and made frequent 
efforts to displace him 
before they 
succeeded. 
He was a personal selec- 
tion of President LI Huan-hung for 
the ministry of finance, but had never 
been especially acceptable to Premier 
Tuan Chl-jui and other Chinese high 
in the government who have reaction- 
ary tendencies. 


A mandate has been i.ssued forbid- 
ding newspapers to maKe public any 
documents 
or statements 
having a 
bearing upon the bribery charges. 
In 
spite of this fact, many details of the 
case have leaked out. It is not charged 
that Dr. Chen Chin-tao personally re- 
ceived any money in connection with 
the proposed brass smelting syndicate. 
The charge is based on the statement 
of merchants that Dr. Chen Ohln-tao 
had knowladxe of an offer of 1200,000 


which they made to Yin .iu-liii, the 
vice minister of finance, warrant for 
whose aire.st has been issued. 
Yin 
.lu-lin fled before he was arrested. 


The entire case against Dr. Chen 
Chin-tao apparently rests upon an at- 
tempt to make him responsible for 
the act of his vice minister. 
Few of

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THE PRESS CENSORSHIP. 


The house has stricken from the espionage 
bill the section designed to impose a press 
censorship. President Wilson has greatly de- 
sired that this be made a part of the law. His 
reasons for it imply no general aspersion of 
the American press, and no more do they 
argue that he would expect to find it necessary 
to gag the press indiscriminately. There will 
be occasions when some newspapers, no doubt, 
will be fairly amenable to repressive measures. 
But for the most part the press of America, 
we believe, may be trusted to conform its pol- 
icies and its practices to the national necessi- 
ties. 


It Avill doubtless be just as well that the 
cansorship matter be put in abeyance as the 
house action stands for doing. Congress 
will be in session for several weeks and after 
it shall have ended but a few months will 
elapse before a regular session must begin. 
If the necessities for a rigid federal censor- 
ship shall by that time have appeared con- 
gress will not be tardy to correct the purposed 
remission of the design that has been em- 
braced by the bill now pending. The press of 
America protests that it stands in need of no 
compulsory restraints and we believe the 
press may be trusted to prove that this is so. 
Half a dozen times within recent weeks the 
newspapers and their agencies for collecting 
and distributing the news have shown a most 
high good faith in dealing with great matters 
of a nature that imposed confidential obliga- 
tions. There is no reason to question that al- 
m.ost without exception the newspapers will 
hold themselves to a strict moral account- 
ability in all affairs that relate to the national 
security and defense and will acquit them- 
selves quite so much to the national well-be- 
ing as though they were shackled with all the 
restraints of a legal censorship and a coerced 
silence. 


It is no hazard at all that the government 
is asked to take in leaving the American press 
free and untrammeled. The press is patriotic 
and it is backing the government in every es- 
i^ential measure of war, one of which the pro- 
posed censorship cannot be described as be- 
ing. If the sequel proves the necessity for a 
gag there will be time and opportunity to fit 
it to the disclosed nature of the emergency 
and the flagraneles of offense and there can 
then be no quarreling with it or its purposes. 


There is a manifest penchant in the govern- 
ment to treat the war as an affair that the 
public should heartily support with all its 
means and at the same time grant immunity 
from discussion. This is specially true of the 
state department, where Secretary Lansin;«- 
fathers proposals for restrictions thdt are in 
some cases absurd and preposterous. 
The 
great body of the American people is solidly 
behind the government in this perilous crisis. 
It is loyal, determined and strong in fortitude 
for the stern necessities that war must impose. 
It wants to make victory certain and eventual 
peace enduring. 
It does not want to em- 
barrass, hamper or obstruct the government 
in any way. But it does not feel that any oc- 
casion has risen or is likely to rise wherein 
there shall be compulsion to smother public 
opinion. The republic is a republic still, though 
tvar necessarily makes the government for the 
purposes of war in many aspects autocratic. 
N'othing will be lost by permitting a contin- 
aance of free expression when it is not trea- 
sonable and nothing can be gained by sup- 
pressing it. 


master's gold aré all one to the incontinent 
objector. 
Both are against the thing he is 
against and so the three of them come to make 
a good company—^until thé federal 
secret 
agents learn what they are about and hale 
them to couè't and brand them with charges 
not easily rubbed out. 


We suspect that this is likely to prove the 
case of some of those persons already under 
arrest for plotting resistance to the conscrip- 
tion law. They genuinely object to the mea- 
sure. They believe it is wrong. They are of 
conviction that it ought to be erased and if 
' not wiped out that it ought to be resisted. 
¡Then to make the law a futility they join 
hands with agents of the German government, 
just as though there could not be imagined 
any alternative of the draft worse than the 
draft itself. It is a pity, for it will lead many 
who, though misguided, are conscientious 
enough, heaven knows, but who will be en- 
tangled in plots with which equally con- 
scientious but more normal objectors would 
not in any wise nor on any account have the 
least to do. Those caught hand in glove with 
enemy agents and spies will have a hard time 
making previous character stand for patriotic 
rectitude against evidence that the fellowship 
of foes is congenial and their money clean if 
there happen to be the immediate object in 
common of defeating conscription. Of course, 
that the kaiser agents want to wreck con- 
scription in order that there may be no Amer- 
ican army to meet on the other side, whereas 
the conscientious objector wants to do it to 
death simply because it isn't his style of rais- 
ing an army, are differing considerations for 
which the zeal of the objector has neither time 
iior humor. It is regrettable that the oppor- 
tunity and season for reflection are apt to be 
more than ample and in the midst of environ- 
ments none too pleasant. 


The greater bulk of the conscientious ob- 
jectors to war and of sincere opponents of con- 
scription are rational and will not permit 
themselves to be in any wise identified with 
propaganda or plots at this time. They recog- 
nize that Avar is no longer a debatable question 
of ethics, but an actual condition that every 
American must recognize and conform to. 
They appreciate that conscription, no matter 
how repugnant to them, is now the law and 
not to be resisted or in any way flouted, no 
matter how violently disapproved. 
But it is 
not with the rationals that the national author- 
ity must deal. So the trouble-makers must be 
dealt 
with 
as trouble-makers. 
Misguided 
zealots caught in the bad company of enemy 
{igents and engaged in forwarding their plots 
against the national defense will have to abide 
by the consequences of their acts. 


Half-way measures cannot answer in time 
of war. This national peril must be met with 
the recourses that best answer. 
Those who 
join with the foe and in any degree make com- 
mon cause with him are forcing their govern- 
ment to treat them as foes, which at heart most 
of them are not and do not mean to be. Enemy 
agents and the preachers of violent opinion 
who believe the time propitious for advancing 
their radicalisms and opening the way through 
domestic dissensions to the prosperity of their 
causes can be handled for just what they are 
and according to what may be proved against 
them. 
Those who are self-deluded into be- 
lief that all companionship is good which hap- 
pens to be traveling their way are more to be 
pitied, but none the less to be distrusted and 
restrained. 


MAKING COMMON CAUSE. 


Sooner or later persons whose opposition to 
the war and resistance to the conscription law 
may be sincere and not designed to be treason- 
able will be caught hooked up with enemy 
plots. The great trouble with the blind zealot 
Is that all means serve. A known and trusted 
fellow citizen with a fellow feeling and an 
memy alien spreading the secret propaganda 
i his countiy and fortheriitg it with his royal 


THE THING TO REMEMBER. 


It will be bear repetition and emphasis that 
next Tuesday—June 5—every male person in 
the United States who is then over the age of 
twenty-one and under the age of thirty-one 
must register for army service under the se- 
lective conscription laAv. 


The only exception the law makes touches 
tliose already in some way in the military 
service of the government. 


Failure to register carries a severe penalty. 
There is liability to one year's imprisonment 
for this delinquency. 
Gen. E, H. Crowder, 
provost marshal at Washington, has empha- 
sized this provision of the law. There should 
be kept in mind also that the fact one is not 
entitled to vote, though over twenty-one, can- 
not excuse him from the law's decree that he 
register. 


There should be a thorough understanding 
at this time that registration does not mean 
either enlistment or conscription. Millions of 
those shall register next Tuesday will never 
be called in the army. There will be consid- 
ered next Tuesday no question of fitness for 
service, occupational facts or domestic dis- 
qualifications. Exemption will not in any way 
be taken up. You merely register, if j-^ou are 
of the age designated by the law, and your 
duty under that act is discharged. 


Be sure you know where to register. If dis- 
abled have your friends make arrangements 
to see that you are registered by the procedure 
enjoined. If you must be absent from the city 
on that day, take the measures-prescribed.

TO RUSSIA 


BETTER PAY FOR SOLDIERS. 


(Springfield, O., News.) 


Congress has gi-anted the soldiers 
better pay. The enlisted man who has 
been receiving $15 a month will now 
receive no less than $30 a month, and 
there will be increases all along the 
line. 


The pay of 
our 
soldiers has been 
ridiculously low. 
The pay of soldiers 
was fixed In the long ago, when the 
soldiers themselves had nothing to do 
with it—when nations or feudal lords 
forced them into the ranks and com- 
pelled them to fight even without pay. 
But in this country, where the sol- 
diers have just as much to do with 
government as anybody else, there has 
never been a reason why a man serv- 
ing society in so important a capacity 
should 
not have been pi-operly 
re- 
munerated. 


With a conscripted army about to be 
built, it is going to have a good ef- 
fect to increase the pay of soldiers. 
It was too manifestly unjust to com- 
pel a man to enter the army and work 
for $15 or $20 a month when the fel- 
low who chanced not to be in the army 
could earn much more. It would have 
caused a world of discontent In this 
country had not congress done the 
right thing and Increased the pay. 


The people who do not go to war 
must pay. "They might as well be made 
to understand that, right in the begin- 
ning. These boys who are volunteer- 
ing and the ones who will be con- 
scripted must be recompense«! to some 
extent for the sacrifices they will have 
to make—and those who do not go 
into the ranks will have to furnish 
the money with which to recompense 
them. 


Thirty dollars a month, with food 
and clothing and all expense« paid In 
the way of transportation. Is fairly 
good wages. The boys may now feel 
that they are.not making such sacri- 
fices from 
a 
monetary atandpoint.

It is merely to pre.sent an economic fact 
which should be quite obvious to every 
thoughtful observer. 


Business consists in the operation of 
the law of supply and demand. That is to 
say, some men produce things and sell 
tljeni to others who purchase and con- 
sume them. That, rcduced to tlie last an- 
alysi.'?, is all there is in business; with, of 
course, the services of those who act as 
neccssary intermediaries between the two 
classes. 
When the demand is large and 
the supply is adequate, business is good. 
When both demand and supply are small, 
business is bad. 
When the demand is 
large and the supply is not* so large, 
prices are high, though business is not 
necessarily bad. 
When the demand is 
small and the supply is greater, prices 
are low, but neither is business then nec- 
essarily bad. 


Xow, what is the outlook for the war? 
Certainly the dcnmnd for commodities 
of all kinds v.-iU not decrease. It will not 
be small. 
It will on the contrary be 
larger than ever.

creased demand abroad it has been in-

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RADIO TORPEDO, AMERICAN INVENTION, MAY 


STRIKE DEATH BLOW TO GERMAN SUBMARINES 


Government Has Accepted 
Weapon for Coast De- 
fense — Inventor 
Ham- 
mond Seeks Control from 
Seaplane. 


(By J. H. DUCKWORTH.) 


Gloucester, Mass., June 1.—Among 
new weapons Americans are expected 
to add to those developed by the allies 
in the great fight against the U-boat 
menace is the Hammond radio tor- 
pedo. 


John Hays Hammond, jr., the in- 
ventor, is working with the war de- 
partment, perfecting his wireless con- 
trolled torpedo. 


This weapon, steered from a station 
on shore, has already been accepted 
by the government for coast defense. 
Hammond plans to control the torpedo 
from the air, making it possible to go 
out over the sea and destroy subma- 
rines. 


Experiments 
are being 
made at 
Freshwater Cove, where the Hammond 
work shops are located. 


This terrible weapon, after being 
launched either from a seaplane or a 
destroyer, is controlled 
by wireless, 
making it certain the huge floating 
high explosive shell will find its tar- 
get. 


Major General Erasmus M. Weaver, 
chief of coast artillery of the United 
States army, has reported to the chief 
Df Staff: 


"Further experimentation with the 
Hammond radio torpedo indicates the 
torpedo 
may be 
controlled in 
its 
movements from an aeroplane." 


This communication may officially 
note an epoch-making discovery.

"Another difficulty with the torpedo- 
plane is that it is necessary to ap- 
proach within 1,000 yards of the tar- 
get to be reasonably sure of a hit, and 
at this distance the aircraft runs the 
risk of being destroyed by anti-air- 
craft artillery."

Ohio State University to In- 
struct Young Men in Mil- 
itary Flying. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 1.—Twenty- 
five men, trained in the theory of avia- 
tion, will be 
graduated 
from Ohio 
State university each week after Aug. 
1. 
The first class 
has 
just started 
study of the art of flying. 
The fli-st 
class will 
complete 
the theoretical 
study August 
1—a 
coui-se 
of eight 
weeks—and 
thereafter a class will 
finish each week, as another class of 
25 start.«?. 


Each squad of graduates will be or- 
dered immediately to the new gov- 
ernment flying field, near Dayton, O., 
there to get an eight weeks' coui'se in 
actual flying. 
Then they will be sent 
to southern France and as they indi- 
vidually show merit will begin thelr 
work with the armies. 


Ohio State university is one of six 
schools selected by the war 
depart- 
ment for training aviatoi-s. 
The oth- 
ers are the University of Illinois, Mas- 
sachusetts 
Institute of 
Technology, 
Cornell university, Texas Agricultural 
college and the University of Califor- 
nia. Identical methods of training will 
be employed in all the schools. 


An army aviator, Lieut. Stratemey- 
er, of the San Diego base, is in general 
charge of the first Ohio school. Delay 
in starting it was occasioned 
when 
Captain Ebert, first detailed here, was 
killed by a fall in Columbus, N. M., 
several weeks ago. 
Lieutenant Pulsi- 
fer, next 
selected, 
was 
ordered to 
France after getting the Columbus as- 
signment. 
Major Converse, in charge 
of cadet work, started the first class 
this week, pending the arrival of the 
army aviator. 


ProfessoKs Fi'om Canadian Field. 
Instructions in the theoretical re- 
quirements is 
under 
college profes- 
sors, who have just returned from a 
special course of training at the Ca- 
nadian flying field, near Toronto, Can- 
ada. 
They observed the methods of 
the Royal Flying coi-ps in developing 
novices and much the same course will 
be 
followed 
in 
the 
six 
American 
schools. 


The government orders the men to 
repoi-t here. 
They 
come 
from all 
parts of the country and if there is 
room in the classes, the aviator in 
charge has authority to accept 
re- 
cruits at the school. 
Only men of at 
least three years' college training—or 
its equivalent^are 
admitted. 
They 
must be physically sound and weigh 
less than 190 pounds, but thus far no 
minimum weight nor stature has been 
fixed. 


The service 
is 
especia,lly seeking 
lean, wiry men of intelligence, who 
can think and act quickly. 
Action by 
intuition 
Is 
the 
greatest 
essential, 
coupled with nerve, of an aviator. In- 
tensified training in rudiments is for 
, the purpose of developing this natural 
R^bllity, found more or less prominent 
in men picked for the flying branch of 
the army. 
Instructions to officials of 
the school here are to discharge im- 
mediately any recruit who does not 
quickly "fit in." 


Get Military Training. 


The military training consists of 
discipline primarily. 
Men are quar- 
tered and live on the campus. 
They 
must be up at 6 a. m., have rooms or 
quarters perfectly clean at 6:20 and 
be ready for three-quarters of an hour 
setting-up exercises. 
A bath and in- 
spection on appearance mu.st be com- 
pleted by 7:30, the breakfast hour. 
';2overnment rations are served at the 
university eating house on the cam- 
pus. 
Recitations start at 9 o'clock and 
run until 10:30. 
Then follows a half 
hour of drill or other military instruc- 
tion. 
Thirty minute.s' rest Is given be- 
fore the noon-day "Tieal.

Taught Many Things. 


Many incidental 
subjects

ditions—how or why they act so-and- 
so—map making and 
reading 
and 
much other similar detail work. Map 
reading is studied by means of charts 
illuminated with small electric lights. 
These maps are observed from an alti- 
tude—the students sitting or standing 
above them. 
As the lights are flashed 
on, he must call the location instantly 
so as to be able to signal the exact 
placement of the enemy's units. 
It is 
a pai't of the study In "quick observa- 
tion." 


By the time the eight weeks' school- 
ing is completed, the class is expected 
to be ready for experiments in actual 
flying. 
Landing fields have been se- 
lected at intervals of ten miloe be- 
tween Dayton and Columbus, the two 
points of the "school." 
Then when 
the eight weeks' course in actual fly- 
ing is 
finished 
the 
aviators will be 
ready to go to southern France for the 
finishing touches prior to actual war 
service. 


University is Patriotic. 


Ohio 
State 
university 
authorities 
have not been advised whether state 
or government will pay expenses of 
the school, but officials of the school 
say that if the government does not 
provide the means, the university will 
pay the cost, considering it part of its 
"bit." 
Whether the college profes- 
sors will be withdrawn from their reg- 
ular work and assigned to the aviation 
school after the summer vacation has 
not been decided. 


Army officers think the schools will 
be continued at least two years. 


"Soldiers are not so seriously need- 
ed in Europe now," said one army of- 
ficer, "as are food and aviators. 
The 
aviation branch of service is of grav- 
est importance. 
Men In that branch 
must be the pick of the land. 
By Au- 
gust 1 there will be 1,200 of the picked 
young men of the country in these 
schools. And by October 1 the schools 
will contribute 150 sterling aviators a 
week to aid the enormously increasing 
flying forces of the allies."

Proper Care of Food 
One Kind of Service 


/ Carrot« and p«M mixed make a very 


(By BIDDY BYE.) 


For the "battalions of the hearth" 
there is patriotic service in the proper 
care of food, as well as in wise buy- 
ing, careful 
cooking and 
constant 
guarding against waste. 


The refrigerator, as the place where 
the most perishable foods are kept, 
should be gone over every day in or- 
der that the housewife may know what 
there is on hand to be used in plan- 
ning the day's meals and also to see 
that the refrigerator is always sweet 
smelling and scrupulously clean: 


A good washing w i t h W a p and luke 
warm water, in which some washing 
soda has been dissolved, once a week, 
will keep the ice chest in condition. 
The drain i)ipes should bo watched 
and frequently 
flushed. 


When anything is spilled in the re- 
frigerator it should be wiped off im- 
mediately with a clean cloth. 
The en- 
tire contents of the Ice chest may be 
contaminated by the presence of a bit 
of putrid meat or a mouldy vegetable. 


The pantry also should be watched, 
so that no vermin or inseots may get 
into the food, and flies should be par- 
ticular foe of the housewife. 
Keep 
the pantry cool and dry with fresh 
air from outdoors freely 
circulating 
through it. 


Flour and meal should be kept in a 
cool dry place. 
Flour takes 
odors 
readily and it should not be Kept near 
onions, fish, etc. 
Flour and meal ab- 
sorb moisture and moist they decom- 
pose quickly and vermin develop. 


Butter is another food—as well as 
milk—that, absorbs odors. eaal^.'Both- 
botter and milk should be Iwpt. iii ^cht . 


jars and never exposed to the air in 
occupied rooms. 
Butter becomes ran- 
cid with long exposure to air. 


Meat requires a dry, airy place; it 
taints readily in a moist, thick atmos- 
phere. 
The habit many people follow 
of putting meat directly on the ice in 
Its wrapping paper i.s a very bad one. 
The juices are drawn out by tlie water. 
It is not the ice but cold air 
that 
checks decay. 


Never 
allow 
milk, 
creani, 
butter, 
salad oil or any food containing 
it 
to stand for a minute in the sunlight. 
Oils and fats of every kind should be 
kept away from air and sunlight. The 
chemical action of the .sun's ray-s and 
even long exposure to light is deleter- 
ious and gives to fats a "bun-burned" 
taste. 


There 
is serious waste 
in 
many 
households due to careles.s handling of 
fresh vegetables. 
If the stalks 
are 
cut and placed in water the vegetable 
will become 
fresh and crisp. 
The 
whole vegetable should not be sub- 
merged. 
The stalks draw up enough 
water to keep them fresh and soaking 
in water favora decomposition. 
Salad 
greens should be washed 
thoroughly 
and wrapped in a clean, damp cloth. 


Potatoes, carrots, beets, onions and 
like vegetables 
require 
a 
dry, 
cool 
place for storage—and they should be 
looked over frequently. 


Fruits also require a dry, cool at- 
mosphere. 
Fruit should always feel 
dry to the touch.

has 
discovered a bird which walks on all 
fours with the aid of hands on its wing: 
tips; dives under water like a reptile, 
and is so litti« like any other bird it 
can scarcely fly at all. 


Dr. William Beebe, curator of birds 
at the Bronx zoo and member of the 
New York 
Zoological society, 
has 
sought out and described this most re- 
markable bird living on earth today. 


It is called the "Hoatzin," and its 
home is in British Guiana, along a 
few tropical rivers. 


Dr. Beebe believes this bird is a 
survival from dim, distant 
geologic 
ages, and that it is the "missing link" 
which separates reptile, bird and mam- 
mal. 
Protected by 
its strong body 
odor, which resembles musk, and by 
the bunduri pimpler, or thorn 
tree, 
upon which it feeds and whose tre- 
mendous 
thorns 
"would 
defend 
a 
trench against the most courageous 
regiment," as Dr. Beebe declares, the 
Hoatsin has defled the tide of evolu- 
tion which has swept away so many 
ancient forms of life. 


The 
Hoatzin, 
although 
unmistak- 
ably a bird, is almost unable to fly. 


"Its 
flight 
resembles that of 
an 
over-fed hen," says Dr. Beebe. 


At the end of its wings are unmis- 
takable mittens or hands, with which 
it is able to grasp branches on which 
it makes its home. 


The nests are invariably built over 
the water, on the, forks or crossing of 
two branches. 
The young birds live 
on the soft leaflets 
of these thorn 
trees. 


Not only do they resemble mammals 
by creeping about on all fours, using 
the wing tipsi^as forefeet, but the head

The most astonishing thing about 
this remarkable bird, however, is that 
it dives and swims under water like a 
reptile. Describing his attempt to cap- 
ture a young Hoatzin for the New 
't'ork Zoological society, Dr. 
Beebe 
says: 
' 


"The young Hoatzin stood erect for 
an 
instant, 
then 
both 
wings 
were 
stretched straight back, not folded, 
bird-wise, but dangling 
loosely and 
reaching well beyond the body. 
For 
a considerable fraction 
of time he 
leaned forward. 


"Then without apparent 
leap or 
jump he dived straight downward, as 
beautifully as a seal. 
There was a 
scarcely noticeable splash. 


"Here I was in a modern boat, with 
the honk of motor horns sounding 
from the river road a few yards away 
through the bushes, in the year 1916, 
and yet the curtain of the past had 
been lifted and I had been permitted 
a glimpse of what 
must have been 
common in the millions of years ago. 


"Then we shoved out the boat and 
watched from a distance. 
Five or six 
minutes passed and a skinny, crooked, 
two-fingered mitten of an arm reared 
upward out of the muddy flood and 
the nestling, 
black and 
glistening, 
hauled itself out of the water. 
Thus 
must the first amphibian have climbed 
out, shaken the water from its eyes 
and grasped in the thin air. 


"But the 
young Hoatzin 
neither 
gasped nor shivered. 
There was not 
the slightest doubt, however, that this 


was its first introduction to water. Tet 
I it had dived from a height of 
fifteen 
' feet, about fifty times its own length, 
as cleanly as a seal leaps from a berg. 
' It was as ff a human child should dive 
200 feet."

JAPAN IS PUNNING

Credits Totaling Hundred 
and Thirty Millions to 
Be Asked. 
RUSH IN 


Aod Pick Un Some of the Wonderful Bargains We Are Offering You at Our 


Tokio, 
May 
10.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.'}—Credits to- 
taling about 
$130,320,850 
will 
be 
asked, f o r warship construction at the 
coming special session of the diet in 
June, according to the forecast of the 
semi-official press. 


The appropriation includes 
credits 
for the naval repletion program which 
calls for eight super-dreadnoughts a n d 
the maintenance of four fast 
battle 
cruisers. 
The warcraft to be newly- 
constructed, according to t h e pending 
program, are one 32,000 ton battleship, 
two cruisers of 7,200 and 3,600 tons 
respectively, two destroyers of 1,200 
and 700 tons respectively, two subma- 
rines of 700 tons each, and a special 
commission ship of about 10,000 tons. 


The battleship, or super-deadnought, 
will be built in accordance with t h e 
suggestion furnished by the European 
war. 
The question as to whether it 
•uill mount twelve 14-inch or twelve 
15-inch guns is still unsettled. 
J a p a n 
finds 
it difficult to build the largest 
size guns in its own yards, and it is 
impossible a t the present time to im- 
them f r o m England, as in t h e 


past. 


I' lxing the displacement of the new 
submarines at 700 tons presumably has 
been decided upon in view of the diffi- 
culty of building submarines of larger 
type at 'the domestic yards under the 
conditions obtaining a t present. 


The navy appropriations to be in- 
troduced in t h e coming special 
diet 
session are thus limited to the claim 
for the fulfillment of the already set- 
tled repletion program on the basis of 
the eight battleship and four cruiser 
unit. 
But in view of t h e recent ten- 
dency in European countries and the 
United States, which are steadily in- 
creasing or 
expanding their 
naval 
strength, the imperial navy may in- 
troduce a new appropriation 
bill at 
the winter session of the diet provid- 
ing for the more speedy completion of 
the eight battleships and four cruisers. 


Among high officers of the navy the 
i opinion is growing that Japan should 
liave a first line battle fleet of eight 
i-uper-dearnoughts and 
eight 
battle 
cruisers in order to avoid falling too 
far behind in sea armament. 
The re- 
I pletion amount which it is proposed 
lO expend in the pending fiscal year 
is $7,250,000.

A lucid idea of what is being done 
for the betterment of people in desti- 
tute conditions by the Salvation Army 
was brought to light Thursday, when 
a Sentinel reporter was taken to a 
house where some of the good work 
is being carried on. It is very seldom 
that such circumstances a r e brought to 
the attention of the general 
public, 
and for this reason very little of the 
credit due is given the chaiitable or- 
ganization. 


The conditions of the family in this 
particular case were first brought to 
light when Mrs. Henry Smith, whose 
husband was killed on the B. & O. 
railroad near Garrett a few months 
ago, called at the citadel of the Salva- 
tion Army and asked Adjutant H. L. 
Moore for any assistance he might be 
able to give her. She w a s left with 
two children, one 4 years of age and 
the other not yet 2. 
Following the 
death of her husband, she came to this 
city to her father, John Mooney, sr., 
who has been living on Baker street. 
The father, a veteran of the civil war, 
is in broken health and has no income 
save his pension. 
On this he has been 
trj'ing to exist and to care for his son, 
John Mooney, jr. The younger man 
is in the last stages of tuberculosis, 
having been unable to work for nearly 
three years. 
He was also a soldier, 
having served in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. 


The family of five has been unable 
to live on the pension, and the ques- 
tion of 
medical attention 
for the 
stricken son and brother was out of 
the question when the attention of 
Adjutant Moore was called to the case. 
His first step was to advise that the 
two children be placed in the Allen 
county orphanage and Thursday after-

Experiments so far have been con- 
fined to aphirls, or plant lice, but Shinji 
hopes soon to verify and amplify these 
results with the blow fly, amphibia 
and such high forms of animal life as 
the chicken and pigeon. 


He believes that sex in the human 
family can be predetermined on the 
same principle. 


Shinji, a quiet laboratory 
student, 
blundered upon 
t h e miracle sevqj-al 
years ago while attempting to produce 
winged and wingless forms of the aphis 
through chemical treatment. 


He noted 
that 
insects he treated 
with magnesium chloride gave 
birth 
only to the male sex. 
F u r t h e r experi- 
menting proved, he said, that all re- 
production without the male cell re- 
sulted in unvarying male offspring to 
the second generation, wherever the 
magnesium chloride had been admin- 
istered. 


Shinji point.s out that cells in the 
process of maturing ordinarily divide 
and grow in groups of twelve. 
By the ; 
addition of minute quantities of mag- 
nesium chloride, he believes, this pro- 
can be altered so that the group 
formation will alway.s proceed in a 
ratio of 16 to 8 instead of 12 to 12. 


The magnesium chloride, claims the 
Japanese scientist, removes water from i 
protein substances. 
In this way the ! 
process of maturation is so changed 
from normal that maies always result. 1

Plan for Organization of 
Farm liabor Announced 
from Washington. 


Washington, D. C., J u n e 1.—tinder 
the government plan for the organiza- 
tion of f a r m 
labor, 
t h e details of 
i which were announced by t h e United 
I States department of agriculture to- 
• day, provision is m a d e 
f o r 
nation- 
wide co-operation in the solution of 
the f a r m help problem. 
T h e work of 
organization already has been started 
in about forty states, and it is expect- 
ed that eventlially every 
community 
in t h e United States will be reached. 
It is believed t h a t the resultant utili- 
zation of emergency labor will begin 
to have an appreciable effect on the 
f a r m labor situation before the_season 
has f a r advanced. 
Meanwhile, the im- 
mediate and acute problem of supply- 
ing labor f o r t h e harvests, n o w begin- 
ning in the southwest, is being h a n - 
dled, so f a r a s t h e United States gov- 
ernment's 
services 
a r e 
concerned, 
through 
t h e 
existing 
employment 
service of United 
States 
department 
of labor, which will continue to h a n - 
dle such problems of mass mobiliza- 
tion under t h e new plan a s it has in 
the past. 


-Federal a n d State Co-Operation. 
The plan is based on close co-opera- 
tion on t h e part of t h e United States 
department of 
agriculture 
and the 
United States 
department 
of labor, 
with state committees on national de- 
fense charged 
with 
labor 
matters, 
with the state agricultural 
colleges, 
with the county agents and with coun- 
ty and local or township labor com- 
mittees or representatives to be es- 
tablished in every locality. 
The de- 
p a r t m e n t of agriculture 
will 
repfe- 
sent the federal authorities in determ- 
ining f a r m labor needs and in assisting 
in organizing all available f a r m labor 
in 
the rural 
districts. 
T h e United 
States department of labor will devote 
its attention to organizing labor in u r - 
bah communities and industrial re- 
gions, and will co-operate with the 
f a r m labor forces where necessary by 
obtaining extra labor f r o m the popu- 
lous centers. 


The plan provides for strictly local 
handling of all labor problems 
that 
can be adjusted locally. 
The f u n d a - 
mental unit of t h e organization is the 
"community m a n " who, with the as- 
sistance of such committees as,he m a y 
appoint, canvasses his own neighbor- 
hood, 
finds out w h a t 
f a r m e r s 
need 
help, and what m e n are available for. 
supplying the local need and effects 
such adjustments as can be made lo- 
cally. 


If^ a f t e r all local adjustments have 
been m^de, there 
remains 
either 
a 
deficit or a surpljis of labor, he reports 
to t h e "county man," whose business 
it is to effect adjustments between t h e 
several communities in his county. The 
county man, in turn, reports any deficit 
or surplus to t h e "state m a n , " who 
canvasses the situation for t h e state a s 
a whole a n d reports to the department 
of 
agriculture, 
which, in close co- 
operation with t h e department of labor, 
is charged with t h e distribution of mo- 
bile labor for the country as a whole. 
£!ach Unit Clearing House. 


Thus each unit in the system acts a s 
a clearing house for its own territory, 
reporting to the units higher u p only 
when it needs help or has help to of- 
fer. 
The plan provides that supple- 
mental reports shall be submitted" by 
each 
community 
m a n 
whenever 
changes in the local 
labor 
situation 
m a k e 
desirable 
f u r t h e r 
adjustments 
that can not be m e t with the material 
a t hand, or when a surplus of labor de- 
velops which he can not use. 


A great m a n y retired farmers, of 
whom there a r e 700,000 in t h e coun- 
try, m a y be available f o r emergency 
service under this plan of fai-m labor 
mobilization. 
The plans contemplate 
also t h e drawing of emergency labor 
f r o m t h e cities under t h e immediate 
direction of t h e department of labor, 
the effective utilization of college stu- 
dents a n d school boys, and, if neces- 
sary, 
the assignment 
of 
volunteer 
women and girls to rural tasks con- 
nected particularly with feeding and 
caring f o r harvest hands or other ex- 
tra labor, or with f a r m canning or dry- 
ing of surplus perishable products. In 
other 
words, 
t h e plan 
contemplates 
supplying assistance not merely for 
field 
operations, but to f a r m women 
during their season of heaviest do- 
mestic duties.

Duke of Leinstar In Ireland is of t h e 
Protestant line of t h e family, this rec- 
ord shows.

For a n alleged offense against t h e gov- 
ernment in 1637, five of them 
were 
hanged, quartered and burned, and 
their aches thrown f r o m t h e tower of 
London. Others led the graat Géral- 
dine revolution, a n d t h e great-grand- 
fother of Sergeant Flta-Qerald waa 
forced to flee to Spain,In 1717. His 
grandfather i^ent to France Sut left 
the French sfrvice to aMltt Austria 
In t h e w a r against Iti^ly In lS4l-'4t.

Jput I a m not 
forced by the goverhment 
to 
fight. 
My conscience is the only 
dictator 
and some day I hope to fly t h e Stars 
and Stripes over the home of my par- 
ents in Austria and then they will be 
free." 


In 1907, Cergeant Fitz-Gerald, who 
was then 20 years old. resigned from 
the Austrian na%'>* to enter the consu- 
lar service. 
Leaving this, he became 


interpreter for a steamship line. While 
plying between England and the Unit- 
ed States, he became 
interested 
in 
stories of the United States and the 
freedom of its people and landing in 
New York on October 17. 1913, h e 
severed relations with the steamship 
company. 
Eleven days later he en- 
listed in the United States a r m y a t 
Fort Slocum. 
Serving the army con- 
tinuously since that time, he was sta- 
tioned on the border with the Eight- 
eenth 
infantry during trouble 
with 
Mexican raiders. He has been detailed 
at Fort Leavenworth since November, 
1916. 


"A country which stands for h u - 
manity and the rights of mankind as 
does our United States cannot 
help 
being on the right side in this great 
struggle," Sergeant 
Fitz-Gerald 
said 
proudly in telling of his application 
for citizenship, "and I hope to be al- 
lowed to do my 'bit' in crushing the 
'war lord' of Europe."

ENDIVE. 


(Another of the series of 
articles 
by the publicity and information com- 
mittee of the National 
Food 
Relief 
union. Fort Wayne branch. 
This arti- 
cle by Maude Gaakins.) 


The endive is a form of 
chicory. 
It is grown principally for use as a 
salad in the fall. 
One half ounce of 
seed is sufficient to plant a row 
fifty 
feet long. 
It may be planted as early 
as April. 
The rows should be about 
eighteen inches apart and after 
the 
plants 
are 
well ' established 
they 
should be 
thinned 
to 
stand about 
eight inches apart. 
If 
desired, 
the 
seeds m a y be sown early in a seed-bed 
and later transplanted. 
When plant- 
ing, the seeds should be sown thinly 
in the row. 
Good tillage should be 
given 
and 
water 
supplied 
if 
the 
weather 
is dry, especially 
following 
transplanting. 


, 
Endive 
makeis 
a 
dense, 
wide- 
spreading mass 
of 
cut 
and 
curled 
leaves. 
The flavor is likely to be bit- 
ter and the texture tough unless it Is 
blanched. 
When the leaves are six 
or eight inches in length draw them 
together and tie 
with 
raffa or soft 
twine. 
They should not be tied 
up 
while wet or decay will follow. Fi'om 
two to three weeks are required for 
the blanching and the plants should 
be used as soon as the blanching is 
completed, for the inner leaves soon 
begin to rot. 
For this reason a few 
plants should be tied up at a time, 
otherwise the crop would be of short 
duration. 


For winter use sow the seeds rath- 
er late and remove the plants to a 
cellar or cold frame. 
Leave a 
ball 
of earth adhering to the roots. Blanch 
during the winter as required for use.

Since November, 1912, the lightweight 
title has been held by welterweights. 


Willie Ritchie made 133 pounds then for 
Ad Wolgast and won on a foul in sixteen 
rounds. 
Ritchie never made the weight 
again. 


After Freddie Welsh Avon the titlfe in a 
twenty-round decision bout in London, in 
1914, he arbitrarily fixed the weight a t 135 
pounds, but often boxed from 138 to 140 
pounds. 


The day of the genuine lightweight had 
gone. 
Scores of boxers 
fighting 
betAveen 
13G pounds and 140 pounds 
advertised 
themselves as lightweights. 
Not one of 
them could have made the weight a t Avhich 
Jimmie Britt, Lavigne, Nelson or Wolgast 
defended their titles. 


Now a legitimate lightweight is title 
holder. 
He Avon his title a t 133 pounds 
ringside and Avill defend it a t that Aveight. 


The recent record of Leonard, including 
five consecutiA-e knockouts, suggests the 
old days before the ring tango Avas discov- 
ered and Avhen a champion Avent into the 
ring to defend his laurels—not merely to 
hold his title by hook or crook. 


Leonard, Avhose real name is Leiner, is 
21. 
His mother is German, his father 
Jewish. He has been boxing for about five 
years. 


But it Avas not until late in 1915 that he 
began making a bid for fame. Twice in 
this year he had been 
knocked out by 
Frankie Fleming and AA'as given a lacing 
by Johnny Kilbane. 
Then late in Decem- 
ber he knocked out Joe Mandot and began 
his climb for the championship. 


Leonard began developing a knockout 
punch. H e practiced faithfully to become 
a two-handed 
fighter, 
something rare in 
nresent day 
fighters. 


Six knockouts Avere scattered 
through 
his record until March, 1916, AA'hen he out- 
pointed Welsh. A few weeks later the 
wily champion reversed the decision, but 
this did not deter Leonard.

Washington, D. C., June 1.—President Wilson, in a proclamation 


issued today, warns all persons seeking to avoid registration by leaving 
tlie country, expose themselves to prosecution and military service 
eventually in spite of their efforts to avoid it. The president's proc- 
lamation says: 


"I, Woodrow Wilson, president of the United States of America, 


do hereby give warning that all persons subject to registration * * * 
who withdraw from the jurisdiction of the United States for the 
purpose of evading said registration expose themselves upon their re- 
turn to the jurisdiction of the United States to prosecution for such 
evasion of registration pursuant to section 5 of the act of congress, 
approved May 18,1917, which enacts that: 


1 " 'Any person who shall wilfully fail or refuse to present himself 


for registration or submit thereto as herein provided shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction in a district court of the 
United States having jurisdiction thereof be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year and shall thereupon be duly regis- 
tered.'"'

I. The Plac* of Retreat (TV. 1-3). In 


its emphasis upon the spiritual gran- 
lew of the deity of Jesns, John does 
Wt flweH upon the agony In the gar- 
Sen. He, however, gives us that noblest 
»MMge In the New Testament (chs. 
.4-17), the like of which cannot' 
'ound anywhere else In the world's 
rrltlngs. Having spoken these words, 
Teaas and .bis disciples went over th« 
Brook Kedron (v. 1) to the garden, 
here to bear the awful weight of 
tgony that was crushing him (Matt 
10:88), while at the same time he must 
itx*nfth«n his disciples, and fortify 
hem against the coming trials. That 
this place was a place of frequent re- 
tort for Jesus, Judas was aware. It was 
i sanctuary In which Jesns met the 
rather, and those who knew him 
tnew it as a place of prayer, and the 
Host likely place to find him at that 
Hme of night (v. 3). 
Rebuffed at 


Hair's prodigality. Judas had consort- 
ed with the priests, and now covetous- 
ness is to reap Its reward. Jndas was 
not hardened in a day. His greed for 
money, while at the same time listen- 
Ing to the teachings of Jesus, had 
|radnally hardened his heart. 


I II. Protecting and Protesting (rr. 
j«-ll). (See Matt. 26; Mark 14; Luke

'among the officer* were some who hac 
failed to arrest him on n former occn 
•Ion (ch. 7:40), nnd who were now 
jovernwcd by hl*t marvelous words and 
[majestic bearing. Agnln he answered 
!*Whora seek ye?" (v. 7), and they 
•aid, "Jemis of Nazareth," the same 
,*yords as before, but probably In a 
clumped tone, showing that they wen 
prepared to listen with rrtpcct, though 
«ertnlnly not with revererire, to wha 
he might have to offer. Whnt a drn 
Katie picture—the brnzenness of sin 
Judas whp stood nmong the enemy 
,and the fearlessness of virtue, Jesus 
facing his accusers. Augustine, com 
•meriting on this verse, says, "Whn 
will he do when he comes as a guest 
If ,he did this when giving himself up 
as: n prisoner?" 
His act, however, 


shielded his disciples, for not one of 
them was to be lost (v. 9 R. V.), and 
he knew they were not strong enough 
yet to stand the test of arrest nnd 
trial. At this point Peter attempts tt 
defend Jesus (v. 10). 


111. Peter Denying (w. 15-17). As 


Jesus was led away, his disciples for- 
sook him. They all left htm, and fled, 
but Mark adds that a certain young j 
ijmn followed Jesus. It is conjectured 
that this young man was Mark. "With 
quickness of action we are now trans- 
ported to the Judgment hall. 
There 
-W see him bound, with his hands 
' shackled behind his back, and led 
flr's't to Annas (v. 13), which was an il- 
legal transaction, "as though some 
reformer should be tried at Tammany 
hall In New York" (Robert E. Speer). 


.^Annas was now very old. Prom him 


he was taken to Calaphas, followed by 
Peter "afar off," now In a different 
mood than when he smote the high 
priest's servant's ear.

Then notice the denials, the last ac-

Bhd company is a good thing to keep 
out. of unless gone into to witness for 
Christ. Peter did not have that pur- 
ppse. The Lord had only to "look" at 
Peter (Luke 22:61) and he "remem- 
bered."

around the prosecution of Dr. Chen 
Chin-tao. 
He was 
denied 
foreign 


counsel, and was also denied native 
counsel. 
Bonds for his release were 


refused, in spite of the fact that many 
responsible Chinese were willing to 
become his sureties. He was locked in 
a special room with guards at the 
court, and held there beyond the reach 
of his family and friends. 


This treatment has been denounced 


by many Chinese papers as mediaeval 
and worthy of the tyranny of the old 
Manchu dynasty. Foreigners in China 
and newspapers under foreign control 
were almost unanimous in expressing 
their belief in Dr. Chen Chin-tao's in- 
nocence. 


Repeated attempts ha've been made 


to force Dr. Chen 
Chin-tao out o£ 


office. 
Officials unfriendly 
to him 


have charged that he was partial to 
American interests, and made frequent 
efforts to displace him 
before they 


succeeded. He was a personal selec- 
tion of President LI Huan-hung for 
the ministry of finance, hut had never 
been especially acceptable to Premier 
Tuan Chi-jui and other Chinese high 
in the government who have reaction- 
ary tendencies. 


A mandate has been issued forbid- 


ding newspapers to maKe public any 
documents or statements 
having a 


bearing upon the bribery charges. In 
spite of this fact, many details of the 
case have leaked out. It is not charged 
that Dr. Chen Chin-tao personally re- 
ceived any money in connection with 
the proposed brass smelting syndicate. 
The charge is based on the statement 
of merchants that Dr. Chen Chin-tao 
had knowledge of an offer o* $200,000

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THE PRESS CENSORSHIP. 


The house has stricken from the espionage 


bill the section designed to impose. a press 
censorship. President Wilson has greatly de- 
sired that this be made a part of the law. His 
reasons for it imply no general aspersion of 
the American press, and no more do they 
argue that he would expect to find it necessary 
to gag the press indiscriminately. There will 
be occasions when some newspapers, no doubt, 
•will be fairly amenable to repressive measures. 
But for the most part the press of America, 
we believe, may be trusted to conform its pol- 
icies and its practices to the national necessi- 
ties. 


It will doubtless be just as well that the 


censorship matter be put in abeyance as the 
house action stands for doing. Congress 
will be in session for several weeks and after 
it shall have ended but a few months will 
elapse before a regular session must begin. 
If the necessities for a rigid federal censor- 
ship shall by that time have appeared con- 
gress will not be tardy to correct the purposed 
remission of the design that has been em- 
braced by the bill now pending. The press of 
America protests that it stands in need of no 
compulsory restraints and we believe the 
press may be trusted to prove that this is so. 
Half a dozen times within recent weeks the 
newspapers and their agencies for collecting 
and distributing the news have shown a most 
high good faith in dealing with great matters 
of a nature that imposed confidential obliga- 
tions. There is no reason to question that al- 
most without exception the newspapers will 
hold themselves to a strict moral account- 
ability in all affairs that relate to the national 
security and defense and will acquit them- 
selves quite so much to the national well-be- 
ing as though they were shackled with all the 
restraints of a legal censorship and a coerced 
silence. 


It is no hazard at all that the government 


is asked to take in leaving the American press 
free and untrammeled. The press is patriotic 
and it is backing the government in every es- 
sential measure of war, one of which the pro- 
posed censorship cannot be described as be- 
ing. If .the sequel proves the necessity for a 
gag there will be time and opportunity to fit 
it to the disclosed "nature of the emergency 
and the flagrancies of offense and there can 
then be no quarreling with it or its purposes. 


There is a manifest penchant in the govern- 


ment to treat the war as an affair that the 
public should heartily support with all its 
means and at the same time grant immunity 
from discussion. This is specially true of the 
state department, where Secretary Lansing 
fathers proposals for restrictions that are in 
some cases absurd and preposterous. The 
great body of the American people is solidly 
behind the government in this perilous crisis. 
It is loyal, determined and strong in fortitude 
for the stern necessities that war must impose. 
It wants to make victory certain and eventual 
peace enduring. It does not want to em- 
barrass, hamper or obstruct the government 
In any way. But it does not feel that any oc- 
casion has risen or is likely to rise wherein 
there shall be compulsion to smother public, 
opinion. The republic is a republic still, though 
nrar necessarily makes the government for the 
purposes of war in many aspects autocra'.ic. 
Nothing will be lost by permitting a contin- 
uance of free expression when it is not. trea- 
sonable and nothing can be gained by sup- 
pressing it.

objector. Both are against the thing he is 
against and so the three of them come to make 
a good company—until the federal secret 
agents learn what they are about and hale 
them to court and brand them with charges 
not easily nibbed out. 


We suspect that this is likely to prove the 


case of some of those persons already under 
arrest for plotting resistance to the conscrip- 
tion law*. They genuinely object to the mea- 
sure. They believe it is wrong. They are of 
conviction that it ought to be erased and if 
not wiped out that it ought to be resisted. 
' Then to make the law a futility they join 
bauds with agents of the German government, 
just as though there could not be imagined 
any alternative of the draft worse than the 
draft itself. It is a pity, for it will lead many 
who, though misguided, are conscientious 
enough, heaven knows, but who will be en- 
tangled in plots with which equally con- 
scientious but more normal objectors would 
not in any wise nor on any account have the 
least to do. Those caught hand in glove with 
enemy agents and spies will have a hard time 
making previous character stand for patriotic 
rectitude agaiust evidence that the fellowship 
of foes is congenial and their money clean if 
there -happen to be the immediate object in 
common of defeating conscription. Of course, 
that the kaiser agents want to wreck con- 
scription in order that there may be no Amer- 
ican army to meet on the other side, whereas 
the conscientious objector wants to do it to 
death simply because it isn't his style of rais- 
ing an army, are differing considerations for 
which the zeal of the objector has neither time 
nor humor. It is regrettable that the oppor- 
tunity and season for reflection are apt to be 
more than ample and in the midst of environ- 
ments none too pleasant. 


The greater bulk of the conscientious ob- 


jectors to war and of sincere opponents of con- 
scription are rational and will not permit 
themselves to be in any wise identified with 
propaganda or plots at this time. They recotj- 
nizc that war is no longer a debatable question 
of ethics, but an actual condition that every 
American must recognize and conform to. 
They appreciate that conscription, no matter 
how repugnant to them, is now the law and 
not to be resisted or in any way flouted, no 
matter how violently disapproved. But it is 
not with the rationals that the national author- 
ity must deal. So the trouble-makers must be 
dealt with as trouble-makers. Misguided 
zealots naught in the bad company of enemy 
jigents and engaged in forwarding their plots 
against the national defense will have to abide 
by the consequences of their acts. 


Half-way measures cnunot answer in time 


of wjir. This national peril must be met with 
the recourses that best answer. Those who 
join with the foe and in any degree make com- 
mon cause with him are forcing their govern- 
ment to treat them as foes, which at heart most, 
of them are not and do not. mean to be. Enemy 
agents and the preachers of violent opinion 
who believe the time propitious for advancing 
their radicalisms and opening the way through 
domestic dissensions to the prosperity of their 
causes can he handled for just what they are 
and according to what may bo proved against 
them. Those who arc self-deluded into bo 
lief that all companionship is good which hap- 
pens to be traveling their way are more to be 
pitied, but, none the less to be distrusted and 
restrained.

THE THING TO REMEMBER. 


It will be bear repetition and emphasis that 


next Juesday—June 5—every male person in 
the United States who is then over the age of 
twenty-one and under the age of thirty-one 
must register for army service under the se- 
lective conscription law. 


The only exception the law makes touches 


those already in some way in the military 
service of the government. 


Failure to register carries a severe penalty. 


There is liability to one year's imprisonment 
for this delinquency. Gen. E. H. Crowder, 
provost marshal at Washington, has empha- 
sized this provision of the law. There should 
be kept in mind also that the fact one is not 
entitled to vote, though over twenty-one, can- 
not excuse him from the law's decree that he 
register. 


There should be a thorough understanding 


at this time that registration docs not mean 
either enlistment or conscription. Millions of 
those shall register next Tuesday will never 
be called in the army. There will be consid- 
ered next Tuesday no question of fitness for 
service, occupational facts or domestic dis- 
qualifications. Exemption will not, in any way 
be taken up. You merely register, if you arc 
of the age designated by the law, and your 
duty under that act is discharged. 


Be sure you know where to register. If dis- 


abled have your friends make arrangements 
to see that yon are registered by the procedure 
enjoined. If you must be, absent, from the city 
on that day, take the measures prescribed.

Congress has granted the soldiers 


better pay. The enlisted man who has 
been receiving $15 a month will now 
receive no less than $30 a month, and 
there will be increases all along the 
line. 


The pay of our soldiers has been 


ridiculously low. The pay of soldiers 
was fixed in the long ago, when the 
soldiers themselves had nothing to do 
with it—when nations or feudal lords 
forced them into the ranks and com- 
pelled them to fight even without pay. 
But in this country, where the sol- 
diers have just as much to do with 
government as anybody else, there has 
never been a reason why a man serv- 
ing society In so important a capacity 
should 
not have been properly re- 


munerated. 


With a conscripted army about to be 


built, it is going to have a good ef- 
fect to increase the pay of soldiers. 
It was too manifestly unjust to com- 
pel a man to enter the army and work 
for $15 or $20 a month when the fel- 
low who chanced not to be in the army 
could earn much more. It would have 
caused a world of discontent In this 
country had not congress done the 
right thing and increased the pay. 


The people who do not go to war 


must pay. They might as well be made 
to understand that, right in the begin- 
ning. These boys- who are volunteer- 
ing and the ones who will be con- 
scripted must be recompensed to some 
extent, for the sacrifices they will have 
to make—and those who do not go 
into the ranks will have to furnish 
the money with which to recompense 
them. 


Thirty dollars a month, with food 


and clothing and all expense* paid In 
the way of transportation. Is -fairly 
goorl wages. The boys mny now feel 
that they are not making such sacri- 
fices from 
a 
monetary standpoint. 


Their pay will supply them with the 
luxuries that aro obtainable In army 
life, and help to take care of folks 


back home whom the soldiers in many 
instances will have to help take care 
of. The nation Is to ,be .-congratulated 
that its representatives la congress 
saw flit to pass the law that places 
the soldier on more nearly an equal 
footing with his civilian brother as re- 
gards earnings. 


WAR AMD BUSNESS. 


(Boston Transcript.) 


The war should not hurt business. That 


is to be said deliberately and advisedly, 
with this addition, that if it docs hurt 
business, that it will be the fault of busi- 
ness men. To say that is not to minimize 
the seriousness or the magnitude of the 
war, or its tremendous cost to this nation. 
It is merely to present an economic fact 
which should be quite obvious to ever,y 
thoughtful observer. 


Business consists in the operation of 


the law of supply and demand. That is to 
say, some men produce things and sell 
them to'othcrs who purchase and con- 
sume them. That, reduced to the last an- 
alysis, is all there is in business; with, of 
course, the services of those who act ns 
necessary intermediaries between the two 
classes. When the demand is large and 
the supply is adequate, business is good. 
When both demand and supply are small, 
business is bad. When the demand is 
large find the supply is not so large, 
prices are high, though business is not 
necessarily bad. 
When the demand is 


small and the supply is greater, prices 
are low, but neither is business then nec- 
essarily bad. 


Now, what is the outlook for the war? 


Certainly the dcmnnd for commodities 
of all kinds will not, decrease. It will not 
he small. 
Jt will on the contrary be 


Inrger than ever. Because' of the in- 
creased demand abroad it hns been in- 
creasing 
steadily ever since the war 


began, and with our entry into the war it 
will increase still more. "As for the sup- 
ply, we are no reason for anticipating 
any derrenap. On the contrary, a very 
considerable increase of it, to mtat the 
increased demand, is about as certain as 


anything cnn be in human affairs. There- 
fore we ahull have the condition* alresdj 
described, in which the dcmnnd is Urge 
and the supply also in large, whether 
quite adequate or not; and in those con- 
ditions business if) good.

STRIKE DEATH BLOW TO GERMAN SUBMARINES 


Government Has Accepted 


Weapon for Coast De- 
fense — Inventor 
Ham- 


mond Seeks Control from 
Seaplane. 


(By J. H. DUCKWORTH.) 


Gloucester, Mass., Jtine 1.—Among 


new -weapons Americans are expected 
to add to those developed by the allies 
in the great flght against the U-boat 
menace is the Hammond radio tor- 
pedo. 


John Hays Hammond, Jr., the In- 


ventor, is working -with the war de- 
partment, perfecting his wireless con- 
trolled torpedo. 


This weapon, steered from a station 


on shore, has already been accepted 
by the government for coast' defense. 
Hammond plans to control the torpedo 
from the air, making it possible to go 
out over the sea and destroy subma- 
rines. 


Experiments 
are being 
made at 


Freshwater Cove, where the Hammond 
work shops are located. 


This terrible weapon, after being 


launched either from a seaplane or a 
destroyer, is controlled 
by wireless, 


making It certain the huge floating 
high explosive shell will find Its tar- 
get. 


Major General Erasmus M. Weaver, 


chl«f of coast artillery of the United 
States army, has reported to the chief 
of staff: 
' "Further experimentation with the

Proper Care of Food 


One Kind of Service 


(By BIDDY BYE.) 


For the "battalions of the hearth" 


there is patriotic service in the proper 
care of food, as well as in wise buy- 
ing, careful 
cooking and 
constant 


guarding against waste. 


Tho refrigerator, as tho place where 


tho most perishable foods are kept, 
should bo gone over every day in or- 
der that the housewife may know what 
there is on hand to be used in plan- 
ning tho dayls meals and also to see 
that tho refrigerator is always sweet 
smelling and scrupulously clean. 


A good washing with soap and luke 


warm water, in which some washing 
soda has been dissolved;, once a week, 
will keep the ice chest in condition. 
The drain pipes should be watched 
nnd frequently flushed. 


When anything is spilled in the re- 


frigerator it should be wiped off im- 
mediately with a clean cloth. The. en- 
tire contents of the ice chest may be 
contaminated by the presence of a bit 
of putrid meat or a mouldy vegetable. 


The pantry also should be watched, 


so that no vermin or insects may get 
into the food, and (lies should be par- 
ticular foe of the housewife. 
Keep 


the pantry cool and dry with fresh 
air from outdoors freely circulating 
through it. 


Flour and meal should be kept in a 


cool dry place. 
Flour takes odors 


readily and It should not be kept near 
onions, fish, etc. Flour and meal ab- 
sorb moisture and moist they decom- 
pose quickly and vermin develop. 


Butter is another food—ns well as 


milk—that absorbs odors easily. Both 
butter and milk should be kept in tight 


jars and never exposed to the air in 
occupied rooms. Butter becomes ran- 
cid with long exposure to air. 


Meat requires a dry, airy place; it 


taints readily in a moist, thick atmos- 
phere. The habit many people follow 
of putting meat directly on the ice in 
its wrapping paper is a very bad one. 
The juices are drawn out by the water. 
It is not the ice but cold air that 
checks decay. 


Never allow milk, cream, butter, 


salad oil or any food containing' it 
to stand for a miaute in the sunlight. 
Oils and fats of every kind should be 
kept away from air and sunlight. Tho 
chemical action of the sun's rays and 
even long exposure to light is deleter- 
ious and gives to fats a. "sun-burned" 
taste. 


There 
is serious waste 
in many 


households due to careless handling of 
fresh vegetables. 
If the stalks are. 


cut and placed in water the vegetable 
will become 
fresh and crisp. 
The 


whole vegetable should not be sub- 
merged. The stalks draw up enough 
water to keep them fresh and soaking 
In water favors decomposition. Salad 
greens should be washed thoroughly 
and wrapped in a clean, damp cloth. 


Potatoes, carrots, beets, onions and 


like vegetables require a dry, cool 
place for storage—and they should be 
looked over frequently. 


Fruits also require a dry, cool at- 


mosphere. 
Fruit should always feel 


dry to the touch.

SCIENTISTS FIND BIRD WITtf HANDS! •*" 


SWIMS, CLIMBS, WALKS ON FOURS 


(By FREDERICK M. KERBY.) 
New Tork, June i.—ScUnce has 


discovered a bird -wnich walks on all 
fours with the aid of hands on its wing 
tips: dives under water like a reptile, 
and Is so little like any other bird It 
can scarcely fly at all. 


Dr. William Beebe. curator of birds 


at the Bronx zoo and member of the 
New York 
Zoological society, 
has 


sought out and described this most, re- 
markable bird living on earth today. 


It is called the "Hoatztn," and its 


home Is in British Guiana, along a 
few tropical rivers. 


Dr. Beebe believes this bird is a 


survival from dim. distant geologic 
ages, and that it is the "missing link" 
which separates reptile, bird and mam- 
mal. 
Protected by its strong body 


odor, which resembles musk, and by 
the bunduri pimpler, or thorn tree, 
upon which it feeds and whose tre- 
mendous thorns "would defend a 
trench against the most courageous 
regiment." as Dr. Beebe declared, the 
HoaUin has defied the tide of evolu- 
tion which has swept away so many 
ancient forms of life. 


The Hoatzin. although unmistak- 


ably a bird, is almost unable to fly. 
"Its flight resembles that of an 


over-fed hen," says Dr. Beebe. 


At the end of its wings are unmis- 


takable mittens or hands, with which 
It Is able to grasp branches on which 
It makes its home. 


The nests are invariably built over 


the water, on the forks or crossing of 
two branches. The young birds live 
on the soft leaflets 
of these thorn 


trees. 


Not only do they resemble mammals 


by creeping about on all fours, using 
the wing tips as forefeet, but the head

and yet the curtain of the past had 
been lifted and I had been permitted 
a glimpse of what must have been 
common in the millions of years ago. 


"Then we shoved out the boat and 


watched from a distance. Five or six 
minutes passed and a skinny, crooked, 
two-fingered mitten of an arm reared 
upward out of the muddy flood and 
the nestling, 
black and 
glistening, 


hauled Itself out of the water. Thus 
must the first amphibian have climbed 
out. ehaken the water from Its eyes 
and grasped In the thin air.

Credits Totaling Hundred 


and Thirty Millions to 


Be Asked. 


Tokio. May 10.— (Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.}—Credits to- 
taling about 
5130,320,550 will 
be 


asked for warship construction at the 
coming special session of the diet in 
June, according to the forecast of the 
semi-official press. 


The appropriation includes credits 


for the naval repletion program which 
calls for eight super-dreadnoughts and 
the maintenance of four fast battle 
cruisers. 
The warcraft to be newly 


constructed, according to the pending 
program, are one 32,000 ton battleship, 
two cruisers oE 7,200 and 3,600 tons 
respectively, two destroyers of 1.200 
and 700 tons respectively, two subma- 
rines of 700 tons each, and a special 
commission ship of about 10,000 tons. 


The battleship, or super-deadnought. 


will be built In accordance with the 
suggestion furnished by the European 
•war. 
The question as to whether it 


will mount twelve 14-inch or twelve 
15-inch guns is still unsettled. Japan [ 
finds it difficult to build the largest I 
size guns in Its own yards, and it is 
impossible at tho present time to im- 
r>-vt them from England, as in the 
past. 


r ixing the displacement of the new 


submarines at 700 tons presumably has 
been decided upon in view of the diffi- 
culty of building submarines of larger 
type at the domestic yards under the 
conditions obtaining at present. 


The navy appropriations to be in- 


troduced in the coming special diet 
session are thus limited to the claim 
for the fulfillment of the already set- 
tled repletion program on the basis of 
the eight battleship and four cruiser 
unit. But in view of the recent ten- 
dency In European countries and the 
United States, which are steadily In- 
creasing or 
expanding their 
naval 


strength, the imperial navy may In- 
troduce a new appropriation bill at 
the winter session of the diet provid- 
ing for the more speedy completion of 
the eight battleships and four cruisers. 


Among high officers of the navy the 


opinion is growing that Japan should 
have a flret line battle fleet of eight 
tuper-dparnouchts and 
eight battle 


cruisers In order to avoid falling too 
far behind in sea armament. The re- 
pletion amount which it is proposed 
to expend In the pendtnc fiscal year 
Is $7.250.000. 


Naval authorities have pointed to 


the rapid increase in American naval 
strength as a reason for more speedy 
Japanese expansion.

i Plan for Organization of 


! Farm Labor Announced 


from Washington. 


Washington. D. C., June 1.—Under 


the government plan for the organiza- 
tion of farm 
labor, 
the details of 


which were announced by the United 
States department of agriculture to- 
day, provision is made 
for nation- 


wide co-operation in the solution of 
the farm help problem. The work of 
organization .already has been started 
in about florty states, and it is expect- 
ed that eventually every community 


the Untted States will bo reached. 


It is believed that the resujtant utili- 
zation of emergency labor will begin 
to have an appreciable efDect on the 
farm labor situation before the season 
has far advanced. Meanwhile, the im- 
mediate and acute problem of supply- 
ing labor for the harvests, now begin- 
ning In the southwest, is being han- 
dled, so far as the United States gov- 
ernment's 
services are 
concerned, 


through 
the 
existing 
employment 


service of Unftted States department 
of labor, which will continue to han- 
dle such problems of mass mobiliza- 
tion under the new plan as It has in 
the past. 


Federal and State Co-Operarlon. 
The plan is based on close co-opera~ 


tion on the part of the United States 
department of agriculture 
and the 


United States department 
of labor, 


with state committees on national de- 
fense charged 
with 
labor matters. 


with the state agricultural colleges, 
with the county agents and with coun- 
ty and local or township labor com- 
mittees or representatives to be es- 
tablished in every locality. 
The de- 


partment of agriculture will repre- 
sent the federal authorities in determ- 
ining farm labor needs and in assisting 
In organizing all available farm labor 
in the rural districts. The United 
States department of labor will devote 
its attention to organizing labor in ur- 
ban communities and industrial re- 
gions, and will co-operate with the 
farm labor forces where necessary by 
obtaining extra labor from the popu- 
lous centers. 


The plan provides for strictly local 


handling of all labor problems that 
can be adjusted locally. The funda- 
mental unit of the organization is the 
"community man" who. with the as- 
sistance of such committees as he may 
appoint, canvasses his own neighbor- 
hood, finds out what farmers need 
help, and what men are available for 
supplying the local need and effects 
such adjustments as can be made lo- 
cally. 


If. i after all local adjustments have 


been made, there remains either a 
deficit or a surplus of labor, ho reports 
to the "county man," whose business 
It Is to effect adjustments between tho 
several communities In his county. Tho 
county man. in turn, reports any deficit 
or surplus to thp "state man." who 
canvasses tho situation for tho state as 
a. whole and reports to tho department 
of agriculture, which, in clone co- 
operation with tho department of labor, 
Is charged with tho distribution of mo- 
bllo labor for tho country .is a whole. 


Each Unit Clearing House. 


Thus each unit In tho system acts as 


a clearing houso for Its own territory, 
reporting to tho units higher up only 
when It needs help or has help to of- 
fer. 
Tho plan provides that supple- 


mental reports shall bo submitted by 
each 
community man 
whenever 


changes In tho local labor situation 
make desirable further adjustments 
that can not be met with the material 
at hand, or when a surplus of labor de- 
velops which he can not use. 


A great many retired farmers, of 


whom thcro are 700.000 in tho coun- 
try, may be available for emergency 
service under this plan of farm labor 
mobilization. The plans contemplate 
also the drawing of emergency labor 
from the cities under tho immediate 
direction of the department of labor, 
the effective utilization of college stu- 
dents and school boys, and, if neces- 
sary, 4he assignment of volunteer 
women and girls to rural tasks con- 
nected particularly with feeding and 
caring for harvest hands or other ex- 
tra labor, or with farm canning or dry- 
ing of surplus perishable products. 'In 
other words, the plan contemplates 
supplying assistance not merely for 
Held operations, but to farm women 
during their season of heaviest do- 
mestic duties.

Former Officer of Eoyal 


Navy Enlists in the 


U. S. Army. 


Leavenworth, Kan., June 1.—Native 


of Austria, member of the nobility of 
the empire, ensign of the Austrian 
navy in which he served eight years, 
Eugene Joseph Chevalier de Minartelli 
Fltz-Gerald has renounced allegiance 
to his mother country and has made 
application for a commission as lieu- 
tenant in the United States army. He 
will take the prelimfnary examination 
with other applicants July 23. 


This new American is acting first 


sergeant of the restored detachment at 
the disciplinary barracks at Fort Leav- 
enworth. It is his duty to drill men 
who have been sentenced for some in- 
fraction of army regulations. 


Always nil Irishman. 


Though born in Austria, Sergeant 


Fitz-Gerald says he always was an 
Irishman and comes from a family of 
fighters. 
His was the first family of 


Fitz-Geralds in Ireland, according to 
a record on rusty parchment cherished 
by the young sergeant. 
The present 


Duke of Lelnster In Ireland is of the 
Protestant line of the family, this rec- 
ord shows. 
Several of the Fitz-Ger- 


alds signed the Magna Charta In 1215. 
For tin alleged offense against the gov- 
ernment in 1537, five of them were 
hanged, quartered and burned, and 
their aches thrown from the tower of 
London. Others led the great Geral- 
dlne revolution, and the great-grand- 
fother of Sergeant Fltz-Gerald was 
forced to flee to Spain in 1787. His 
grandfather went to France but left 
the French service to assist Austria 
in the war against Italy In 1848-M9. 


There the family has lived every 


since and there Fitz-Geralri's father 
was born in 1855. H« and his two son« 


are now fighting for Austria. Accord- 
ing to the last word received from 
them, the father was to take a com- 
mand in the Austrian army. 
One of 


Sergeant FItz-Gerald's brothers 
is 


lieutenant commander in the naval 
branch of the aviation corps of Aus- 
tria and another brother is a captain 
of the Tyrolean Rifles In the Trentino. 
The husband of a sister is also an 
Austrian officer. 


Alterative Is Death. 


"They are soldiers," said Sergeant 


Fitz-Gerald, "bound by a system which 
means death if they do not enter the 
war, and In all probability death If 
they do. If they had their way they 
would rather be here. But I am not. 
forced by the government to fight. 
My conscience is the only dictator 
and some day I hope to fly the Stars, 
and Stripes over the home of my par- 
ents in Austria and then they will be 
free." 


In 1907. Cergeant Fitz-Gerald, who 


was then 20 years old, resigned from 
the Austrian navy to enter the consu- 
lar service. Leaving this, he became 


Interpreter for a steamship line. Whilt 
plying between England and the Unit- 
ed States, he became 
interested 
in 


stories of the Unrted States and the 
freedom of its people and landing in 
New York on October 17, 1913, he 
severed relations with the steamship 
company. 
Eleven days later he en- 


listed in the United States army at 
Fort Slocum. Serving the army con- 
tinuously since that time, he was sta- 
tioned on the border with the Eight- 
eenth infantry during trouble with 
Mexican raiders. He has been detailed 
at Fort Leavenworth since November, 
1916. 


"A country which.- stands for hu- 


manity and the rights of mankind as 
does our United States cannot help 
being on the right side in this great 
.struggle," Sergeant Fitz-Gerald said 
proudly in Celling of his application 
for citizenship, "and I hope to be al- 
lowed to do my 'bit' in crushing thi 
'war lord' of Europe."
